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CHAPTER  I 


THE  PROBLEM 


The  Problem 

The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  compile  a list  of  supplementary 
reading  materials  as  cited  in  school  textbooks  in  American  History  for 
Grade  V.  It  is  also  intended  to  discover  to  what  extent  textbook  authors 
agree  on  the  choice  of  supplementary  reading  material.  It  is  further 
planned  to  compare  this  list  of  supplementary  reading  materiel  with  lists 
of  children's  literature,  compiled  by  several  different  authoritative 
sources. 

Definition  of  Terms 

Owing  to  the  confusion  in  terminology  caused  by  the  use  of  such 
expressions  as  collateral  reading,  extensive  reading,  supplementary  reading, 
intensive  reading,  reference  material,  reference  books,  basic  texts,  text- 
books, parallel  texts,  reading  program,  imaginative  reading,  and  recrea- 
tional reading  by  different  authorities,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  study  to 
clarify  and  limit  in  the  mind  of  readers  the  terms  used  in  it. 

Supplementary  Reading  in  this  study  has  reference  to  any  reading 
that  would  be  done  in  addition  to  the  reeding  called  for  in  the 
textbook. 1

Parallel  Texts  are  textbooks  which  are  intended  for  use  in  the 

same  subject  and  at  the  same  grade  level  as  the  book  under  con- 
sideration. 2 

Textbook  refers  to  any  book  which  forms  the  basis  for  class  in- 
struction. 3 

Non-fiction  includes  material  to  be  read  for  enjoyment,  vicarious 
experience,  locsl  color,  and  background  or  setting  for  the  more  in- 
tensive study  materials. 4 They  include  brief  biograijhies,  and  selec- 
tions with  geographical  or  social  emphasis. 5 

Fictional  Reading — Selections  to  be  read  at  home  or  during  a free 
reading  period,  possibly  fiction  based  on  history,  with  a fictitious 
boy  or  girl.  Books  having  principally  picture  content. 6 

Reference  Books — Books  of  general  information,  as  Children’s 
Encyclopedias,  World  Almanac,  and  Atlases. 7 


REVIEW  OF  LITERATURE 


In  this  educational  era,  when  the  text  is  no  longer  considered  the 

sole  instrument  of  instruction,  but  only  the  "frame-work  or  background  to

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to  take  stock  of  the  materials  our  children  are  to  read.  As  early  as  1899, 

the  Committee  of  Seven  "strongly  advised  the  use  of  material  outside  the 

text",  but  considered  the  textbook  indispensable,  as  without  it,  "they  will 

lose  sight  of  the  main  current;  it  is  the  current  and  not  the  eddies  which 
9 

they  should  watch," 

Wesley  and  Adams  sum  up  the  value  of  the  text  book  concisely: 

On  the  highest  level,  the  textbook  is  a supplement,  a basis  for  a 
common  understanding,  a point  of  departure,  but  it  does  not  dominate 
or  terminate  the  content  or  the  procedure  of  the  course, 10 

As  it  has  been  largely  accepted  that  the  textbook  is  essential  to 
education,  it  follows  that  better  practises  can  be  attained  by  the  use  of 

more  than  one  text.  Hart  states  that  "One  can  read  history  in  one  author; 

11 

one  can  study  history  only  by  the  comparison  of  various  authors." 

Since  the  textbook  or  parallel  texts  are  of  vast  importance,  wise 
choice  of  material  is  all  essential.  Edmonson  in  his  report  on  the  text- 
books in  American  Education,  concludes: 

In  view  then,  of  the  importance  of  the  textbook  in  our  scheme  of 
education,  it  is  apparent  that  one  of  the  most  effective  ways  for 
improving  the  content  and  the  method  of  instruction  is  to  place  better 
textbooks  in  the  hands  of  teacher  and  pupils. 12 

If  the  textbook  is  to  be  the  core  of  the  reading  program  in  the

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social  studies,  the  materials  that  go  to  make  up  an  enrichment  program 
are  next  under  consideration. 

After  the  child  reads  the  whole  story  from  several  different 
textbooks,  . . . there  is  much  repetition  . . . and  the  child’s 
interest  lags.  Then,  is  the  time  for  "Extensive  Reading"  and 
selections  heviijg  geographical  or  social  emphasis.  Altogether  they 
throw  much  additional  light  on  the  subject  from  many  points  of 
view. 13 

Reference  material,  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  and  atlases  should 

be  kept  in  readiness.  Though  children’s  encyclopedias  are  found  to  he  too 

14 

difficult  in  content  for  most  fifth  grade  pupils, 

The  pupil  who  acquires  the  habit  of  using  the  dictionary  and  the 
encyclopedia  is  destined  to  become  a well-informed  person.  . . . They 
often  succeed  remarkably  well  in  securing  useful  information  from 
relatively  difficult  books. 1 5 

Finally,  comes  recreational  reading.  This  is  done  for  pure  enjoy- 
ment. The  materials  include  fiction  with  a historical  background,  but 
fictitious  characters.  Picture  books  also  come  in  this  classification. 
Possibly  only  the  captions  are  to  be  read.  These  selections  are  often 
humorous,  imaginative  and  thoroughly  entertaining. 

If  this  vrealth  of  reading  matter  is  to  be  of  the  highest  quality, 
much  depends  on  its  selection.  Among  those  best  Qualified  to  make  selec- 
tions are  librarians,  who  know  children’s  books,  and  teachers  who  know 
children.  Together,  wise  choices  could  be  made.  Quoting  Constance 
McCullough: 

In  selecting  books  the  librarian  is  an  invaluable  asset,  for  she 
knows  books  and  keeps  in  touch  with  new  books,  and  book  lists.  If 
the  aim  is  to  provide  suitable  reading  material  for  all  students.

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everything  from  the  comics  to  the  classics  should  be  available. 16 


Importance  of  Supplementary  Reading 

The  difference  in  children’s  ability  to  read,  and  to  master  the 
reading  skills,  makes  it  highly  necessary  to  provide  supplementary  reading 
of  wide  range  of  difficulty  and  interests.  An  authority  on  mastery  of 
individual  differences  has  shown  that  in  a grade  above  the  third,  a teacher 
may  anticipate  a span  of  at  least  six  grades  in  reading  ability.  She 
advises,  "If  the  span  of  reading  ability  is  very  great,  it  is  better  to 
have  many  reference  books  of  varied  difficulty  and  differentiated  assign-

ments  than  to  concentrate  on  the  mastery  of  one  textbook.” 

The  subject  matter  as  well  as  the  vocabulary  should  be  suited  to 

the  needs  of  the  individual.  McCullough  cites  a situation  brought  about  by 
18 

the  Second  World  War, 

A number  of  industrial  cities  experienced  an  influx  of  children, 
many  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  age,  completely  illiterate,  or 
substantially  so.  . . . None  of  the  reading  materials  that  were  avail- 
able for  use  in  elementary  reading  classes  on  the  high  school  level 
seemed  suitable  to  these  students.  . . . Much  of  the  available  material 
was  too  immature  in  subject  matter.  Materials  that  were  illustrated 
showed  little  boys  and  girls  assuming  childish  postures,  and  engaging 
in  childish  activities,  producing  a horse  laugh  from  these  denizens 
of  the  city,  who  were  fourteen  years  or  more.  . . . Such  a situation 
. . . illustrates  the  need  for  really  mature  subject  matter  that  will 
appeal  to  such  students  as  worthy  of  the  dignity  of  their  age  and 
will  present  a group  of  ideas  familiar  enough  and  challenging  enough 
for  them  to  learn  and  want  to  learn. 

Betts  also  states,

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The  point  frequently  overlooked  in  practice  is  that  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  reading  material  suitable  for  all  the  children  of  a 
given  class.  The  wide  range  of  reading  ability  at  any  "grade  level" 
and  the  complexity  of  the  reading  processes  precludes  the  possibility 
of  preparing  materials  for  regimented  class  instruction. 19 

Horn  summarizes  the  important  contributions  of  collateral  reading 
as  follows: 


a.  To  give  viradness , atmosphere , and  sense  of  reality 

b.  To  furnish  specific  information 

c.  To  give  inspiration 

d.  To  give  a knowledge  of  general  references  such  as  encyclopedias, 
atlases,  yearbooks,  and  other  standard  works,  and  to  train  in  their  use 

e.  To  introduce  the  student  to  the  classic  writings  in  social 
studies. 

f.  To  encourage  the  discriminate  reading  of  imaginative  literature 
in  relation  to  the  social  studies. 

g.  To  acquaint  students  with  the  periodical  literature  that  is  most 
useful  in  keeping  abreast  with  modern  developments;  and 

h.  To  give  training  in  the  use  of  the  fundamental  methods  of 
thought  in  the  various  social  sciences. 20 


Summary 

In  the  foregoing  pages  it  is  noted  that  the  textbook  is  the  foundation 
tool  for  instruction  and  learning  of  the  social  studies.  For  greater 
clarity  of  thought  and  as  a deterrent  to  memorization,  it  is  recommended 
that  more  than  one  text  by  read  by  each  child.  To  provide  an  enrichment 
program  and  meet  the  needs  of  individual  abilities  and  interests  in  read- 
ing, extensive  reading  of  non-fiction  based  on  the  text  adds  a new  sense

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of  reality.  Recreational  reading  based  on  history  invites  the  expansion 
of  reading  to  the  home,  and  to  leisure  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  determine  the  extent  to  which 
authors  of  parallel  texts  list  identical  supplementary  reading,  and  if 
those  listed  meet  the  approval  of  several  best-known  compilers  of 
Children’s  Reading  Lists.  Those  mentioned  most  frequently  by  authors  and 
authoritative  compilers  should  be  given  first  place  in  building  the  class- 
room or  school  library  for  the  Social  Studies. 
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CHAPTER  II 


REVIEW  OF  PREVIOUS  RELATED  STUDIES 

Considerable  research  has  been  undertaken  in  the  field  of  collateral 
reading. 

1 

Anderson  reports  evidence  showing  that  most  students  in  the  elemen- 
tary and  junior  high  schools  have  not  been  given  adequate  training  in  the 

use  of  general  reference  materials. 

2 

In  a study  made  by  Clark,  two  groups  of  children  of  equal  ability 
were  selected.  For  one  group,  the  social  science  material  was  simplified 
by  being  phrased  to  language  used  by  a pre-school  child*  For  the  other 
group,  it  was  left  in  the  usual  textual  form.  Several  important  findings 
were  recorded.  Children  using  the  simplified  vocabulary  were  more  often 
correct  in  their  answers  to  questions.  Simplification  of  material  aided 
slightly  in  comprehension.  Correct  verbal  response  did  not  always  insure 
an  understanding  of  what  was  read.

Coady  made  a study  of  senior  high  school  textbooks  in  American 
history.  His  objective  was  to  determine  the  total  number  of  reading

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references  mentioned  in  five  recent  senior  high  school  text  hooks,  to 
classify  them,  list  whether  in  print  or  out  of  print,  and  to  compare  the 
list  with  those  found  in  three  authoritive  sources,  compiled  for  high 
school  libraries.  In  this  way  he  hoped  to  estimate  the  utility  of  refer- 
ence lists  prescribed  in  high  school  textbooks.  His  conclusions  were  as 
follows: 

The  typical  textbook  refers  to  too  many  references;  there  is 
not  enough  uniformity  in  references  listed  by  various  authors; 
compilers  of  textbook  lists  have  little  regard  for  actual  content 
of  high  school  libraries;  textbook  authors  should  enlist  more 
help  from  librarians  and  teachers  in  compiling  lists  of  reference 
material. 

An  investigation  was  made  to  determine  the  suitability  of  chil- 

4 

dren’s  encyclopedias  by  Edgerton.  His  findings  indicated  that  the  easiest 
topics  in  three  widely  used  children’s  encyclopedias  are  still  of  eighth 
grade  difficulty.  The  study  designated  World  Book  Encyclopedia,  Compton’s 
Pictured  Encyclopedia,  and  Britannica  Junior  as  the  best  in  the  field.  His 
recommendations  were  to  learn  more  about  reading  difficulties  of  children’s 
encyclopedias.  Specifically: 

What  elements  constitute  reading  difficulty?  To  what  degree  do 
these  elements  reduce  the  lucidity  of  each  of  three  encyclopedias  for 
children?  What  specific  steps  might  be  taken  by  publishers  to  make 
their  material  more  readable  for  specific  groups  and  grades? 

From  Gray,  Leary,  Stormzand,  Lorge,  and  others,  he  quotes  some 
remedies  for  reading  difficulty.  Namely: 

Ease  of  reading  is  facilitated  by  use  of  simple,  short  sentences 
of  familiar  words.  Vocabulary  and  sentence  structure  were  two  most 
important  "style"  factors  as  far  as  readability  is  concerned.  Vocab- 
ulary load  is  the  most  important  concomitant.

reading,  Helen  Field  made  a study  which  resulted  in  the  conclusion  that  so 
far  as  developing  reading  ability  is  concerned,  there  is  no  significant 
difference  in  either  the  extensive  or  the  classroom  intensive  reading,  but 
there  was  evidence  that  there  were  other  positive  values  for  Grades  II,  III 

and  IV  in  an  extensive  reading  program.

Houston  compiled  a list  of  supplementary  references  from  eleven 
different  sixth  grade  Social  Studies  textbooks,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  frequency  with  which  the  various  textbook  authors  mentioned  the 
listed  references.  The  second  objective  was  to  discover  which  of  the  books 
of  the  supplementary  list  were  to  be  found  in  Rue’s  Subject  Index,  and  also 
in  The  Children’s  Catalogue.  From  658  references  taken  from  eleven  text- 
books, only  one  book  was  mentioned  by  each  of  seven  authors;  ten  books 
were  mentioned  by  five  authors;  ten  books  were  mentioned  by  four  authors; 
twenty-five  books  were  mentioned  by  three  authors.  A total  of  537  books 
were  mentioned  by  only  one  author.  Only  39  percent  of  these  were  listed 
either  in  the  Subject  Index,  or  the  Children’s  Catalogue.  There  were  237 
books  not  listed  in  either  compilation.  He  concludes  that  there  is  no 
great  bond  of  agreement  between  authors  in  the  listing  of  supplementary 
reading.

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In  another  study,  Vera  Jacobs  sets  up  a series  of  objectives  to  be 
attained  by  the  use  of  extensive  reading,  which  she  concludes  has  an  ad- 
vantage over  textbook  method. 

1.  Life  interest  in  social  science  subjects 

2.  Permanent  taste  for  substantial  social  studies  reading 

3.  A critical  attitude 

4.  Independent  judgment 

5.  Knowledge  of  the  diverse  forms  in  which  social  science  is 
recorded 

The  study  makes  the  following  observations: 

To  teach  those  in  his  classes  how  to  use  books  and  give  them 
directed  practise  in  the  application  of  this  knowledge  are  two  of 
the  greatest  opportunities  of  the  social  science  teacher. 

The  teacher  of  the  social  studies  who  requires  his  students  to 
follow  a single  text  religiously  is  limiting  the  mental  horizon 
of  the  class  group. 

The  study  informs  us  that  good  objective  tests  are  needed  to 
aid  us  in  evaluating  collateral  reading  done  by  children. 

Reasons  for  neglect  of  collateral  reading  are: 

1.  Difficulties  in  securing  suitable  and  efficient  equipment 

2.  Difficulties  involved  in  assignments 

3.  Difficulties  in  general  administration

An  investigation  by  Kimmel  showed  that  schools  enrolling  more  than 
2500  pupils  show  a smaller  amount  of  reading  per  pupil  than  any  of  the 
smaller  public  and  private  schools.  Neither  very  large,  nor  very  small

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schools  require  a great  amount  of  reading  by  the  pupils.  In  very  small 
schools  teachers  seem  to  have  least  concern  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

He  concludes: 

1.  The  most  neglected  children  are  those  with  higher  levels  of 
ability  and  attainment. 

2.  This  leads  to  the  "getting  by"  habit  on  the  part  of  those 
pupils,  and  to  slovenly  work  done,  undesirable  attitudes,  and 
attendant  evils. 

3.  A well-stocked  social  studies  library  is  the  most  important 
item  in  dealing  with  gifted  children,  and  this  should  be  accompanied 
by  more  freedom  of  action  and  initiative  on  their  part. 

4.  The  great  mass  of  teachers  have  yet  to  learn  that  the  Course 
of  Study  is  for  the  pupils,  and  not  the  pupils  for  the  Course  of 
Study. 

5.  To  get  much  good  out  of  their  reading,  the  pupils  must  read 
voluntarily,  and  must  become  absorbed  in  what  they  read. 

6.  Teachers  need  to  become  more  familiar  tirth  the  outside  reading 
they  assign.

O’Hara  compiled  a list  of  reading  material  cited  in  junior  high 
school  textbooks  in  American  history.  He  discovered  the  extent  to  which 
textbook  authors  agree  on  the  material  recommended  as  supplementary 
reading.  He  compared  this  list  obtained  from  textbook  authors  with  those 
of  several  standard  lists  of  junior  and  high  school  reading  materials. 
Finally,  he  classified  the  books. 

In  summarizing,  he  observed  that  the  outstanding  device  relied  upon 
in  the  teaching  of  social  studies  in  secondary  schools  is  the  textbook; 
that  the  textbook  standing  alone  today  does  not  meet  the  requirement  of  an

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enriching  education;  and  that  a broad  reading  program  is  needed.  Both  an 
effective  textbook  and  a well-planned  library,  with  a good  collection  of 
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reference  material  is  essential  for  a successful  program  in  the  social 
studies. 

In  conclusion,  he  states  that  textbook  writers  are  not  in  agree- 
ment as  to  useful  reference  material.  Not  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
textbook  authors  agreed  on  any  one  book.  Three-fourths  of  the  authors 
agreed  on  only  four  books.  More  historical  fiction  was  mentioned  than  all 
other  types  of  reading  combined.  Classification  listed  historical  fic- 
tion, biographies,  specialized  studies,  encyclopedias,  and  source  books, 
but  omitted  periodicals,  pamphlets,  and  textbooks.  Reference  lists  were 
found  to  be  inadequate  in  that  they  catered  to  the  advanced  pupil  and  over- 
looked the  slow  learning  child. 

He  recommends  that  a standard  reference  list  be  set  up  by  a control 
board,  governed  by  the  National  Social  Studies  organizations,  with  whom 
authors  and  publishers  could  consult.  School  libraries  should  add  to  their 

collections  the  recommendation  of  the  control  board.

Myrtle  Storer  compiled  an  annotated  list  of  recent  historical 
fiction  to  be  used  in  junior  and  senior  high  schools.  The  list  consists 
of  eighty-one  books,  annotated  as  to  time,  setting,  story,  topics  involved, 
historical  characters,  and  illustrations.  It  also  included  a title  index, 
and  a topical  index.

Summary 


Evidence  in  previous  studies  shows  that:

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A.  Children  need  better  training  in  the  use  of  reference  material. 

B.  That  vocabulary  suited  to  the  child’s  understanding  aids  in 
comprehension. 

C.  There  is  little  conformity  between  textbook  authors  in  their 
choice  of  reference  material. 

D.  General  reference  material  should  be  simplified  for  use  of 
middle  grade  children. 

E.  Social  studies  are  better  taught  by  using  several  texts,  and  a 
large  amount  of  extensive  and  recreational  reading,  than  by  the 
use  of  one  text  only. 

F.  Teachers  should  become  more  familiar  with  the  reading  they  assign. 

G.  In  reading  lists  found  in  texts  for  junior  high,  there  was  an 
over-balance  of  historical  fiction,  and  a shortage  of  non-fiction, 
reference  books,  and  source  materials. 
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CHAPTER  III 
PROCEDURE 


Selection  of  Textbooks 


In  order  to  discover  the  references  frequently  used  by  textbook 
writers  in  fifth  grade  American  histories  as  many  texts  of  recent  publi- 
cation as  possible  were  wanted  for  analysis.  Seven  books,  published  since 
1945*  were  finally  decided  upon. 

The  selected  books  were  as  follows: 

1.  Lansing,  Marion,  W.  Linwood  Chase,  and  Allan  Nevins, 

Makers  of  the  Americas.  Boston:  D.  C.  Heath  and  Company,  1947* 

468  pp. 

At  the  end  of  each  of  the  eleven  units,  supplementary  reading  is 
listed  under  the  heading  "Let’s  Read".  The  title  and  author  are 
given,  also  a brief  comment  as  motivation.  In  the  teacher’s  guide 
that  accompanies  the  book,  the  same  list  appears  again  with  a few 
exceptions,  together  with  name  of  publisher  and  date  of  publication. 

2.  Cordier,  R.  W. , and  E.  B.  Robert, 

History  of  Young  America.  New  York:  Rand  McNally,  1948.  236  pp. 

Supplementary  material  was  all  listed  on  one  page  at  the  back  of 
the  book  in  very  small  type.  They  are  grouped  under  the  seven  unit 
headings.  The  list  is  arranged  alphabetically  by  authors.  Title, 
author,  publisher,  and  date  of  publication. 

3.  Kelty,  Mary  G. , The  Story  of  Life  in  America.  Boston:  Ginn  and  Com- 

pany, 1946.  608  pp. 

The  textbook  contained  no  supplementary  reading  material,  but  ample 
provision  was  made  for  it  in  the  accompanying  Teacher’s  Guide.  Each 
unit  was  divided  into  "reading  periods."  Lists  of  supplementary 
reading  material  were  listed  with  each  reading  period  topic.  The 
lists  were  headed  "Other  Texts"  and  "Reading  for  Fun".  The  parallel 
texts  were  provided  with  page  references.  Title,  last  name  of 
author,  and  publishers  were  mentioned,  but  not  date  of  publication. 

4.  Barker,  Eugene  C.,  Marie  Alsager,  and  Walter  P.  Webb, 

The  Story  of  Our  Country.  New  York:  Row,  Peterson  and  Company, 

1948.  480  pp. 

The  book  contained  nine  units  divided  into  twenty-nine  chapters.  At 
the  end  of  chapter  was  a list  of  books  to  be  read  while  studying  the 
chapter.  Title,  author,  and  publisher  were  listed.  The  references 
were  listed  alphabetically  by  authors.  No  dates  of  publication 
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were  mentioned. 


5.  Beeby,  Daniel,  Joyce  L.  Hanna,  and  C.  H.  McClure, 

Our  Country.  New  York:  Laidlaw  Brothers,  1946.  384  pp. 

Reference  material  was  listed  at  the  end  of  each  of  the  eight  units, 
under  the  heading,  "Other  Interesting  Books".  Each  reference  is 
followed  by  the  author’s  comment  on  the  content  of  the  book. 

Authors’  names  were  arranged  alphabetically,  but  no  publishers  or 
date  of  publication  were  given. 

6.  McGuire,  Edna,  America  Then  and  Now.  New  York:  The  Macmillan  Company, 

1948.  452  PP. 

The  text  is  made  up  of  five  divisions.  These  are  subdivided  into 
ten  units.  At  the  end  of  each  unit  is  a list  headed  "Some  Books  to 
Read".  Titles  and  authors  are  mentioned,  also  brief  comment  sug- 
gesting the  content  of  the  book.  The  arrangement  is  not  alpha- 
betical, and  no  publisher  or  date  of  publication  is  given. 

7.  Moore,  Clyde  B.,  Fred  B.  Painter,  and  Helen  H.  Carpenter, 

Building  Our  America.  New  York:  Charles  Scribner’s  Sons,  1948. 

The  book  is  made  up  of  seven  study  units.  These  are  subdivided  into 
Lesson  headings,  each  with  a topical  outline.  A.t  the  end  of  each 
unit  is  a list  of  supplementary  reading,  headed  "Books  and  Stories". 
They  are  compiled  alphabetically  by  authors.  Titles  and  publishers 
are  given,  also  comment  as  to  reading  difficulty  and  content. 

A card  index  was  built  containing  all  references  found  in  all  of  the 

seven  texts,  with  names  of  authors,  publishers,  and  dates  of  publication. 

Each  textbook  mentioning  the  title  was  indicated  on  the  card.  These  cards 

were  in  turn  checked  with  The  Children’s  Catalogue . with  Supplement,  Rue’s 

Subject  Index  to  Books  for  Intermediate  Grades  with  Supplement,  Gateways 

to  American  History  by  Helen  M.  Carpenter,  A Library  for  the  Intermediate 

Grades  and  also  Book  and  Library  Reading  for  Pupils  of  Intermediate  Grades, 

both  by  Evangeline  Colburn,  to  determine  if  the  references  were  also 

included  in  these  standard  book  lists.

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The  seventh  edition  of  the  Children’s  Catalogue,  published  in  1946, 
includes  about  4200  titles.  Part  I consists  of  an  alphabetical  list 
with  author,  title,  and  subject  entries  all  in  one  alphabet.  Dewey 
classification  numbers  have  been  added  to  all  entries.  Descriptive 
notes  for  all  titles  are  included. 

In  Part  II  books  are  arranged  according  to  Dewey  Decimal  classi- 
fication. This  section  gives  publisher,  date  of  publication  and  price. 
Titles  are  starred  and  double- starred  to  denote  essential  value  of 
selection. 

The  1947-1948  Supplement  to  the  seventh  Edition  contains  457  addi- 
tional books.  Appropriate  grading  is  given  each  title  except  books 
meant  for  librarians  or  teachers. 

Books  out  of  print  at  the  time  of  the  1946  publication  are  so 
indicated. 

Subject  Index  to  Books  for  Intermediate  Grades  with  Supplement  compiled  by 

Eloise  Rue.  Chicago:  American  Library  Association,  1940*  Sup-

The  basic  volume  was  published  in  1940.  It  indexes  the  subject 
matter  in  about  1300  books  suitable  for  grades  four  to  six.  Primarily, 
an  index,  it  may  serve  as  a buying  guide.  It  is  starred  and  double- 
starred  for  a.  purchasing  guide.  It  gives  Dewey  Decimal  classification. 

The  First  Supplement  issued  in  1943  analyzed  about  600  additional 
books  published  during  1940-1943*  The  index  suggests  suitable  grade 
placement. 

Gateways  to  American  History  by  Helen  M.  Carpenter.  New  York:  H.  W. 

"Wilson  Company,  1942. 

The  list  was  compiled  in  1942  by  Helen  M.  Carpenter.  It  is  an 
annotated,  graded  list  of  books  for  slow  learners  in  junior  and  senior 
high  school.  In  organization  this  bibliography  is  chronological  in 
one  section  and  biographical  in  the  other.  Books  are  classified  in 
major  divisions  as  "Transportation",  "Communication",  and  "Hall  of 
Fame"  • 

Since  this  list  was  compiled  to  meet  the  needs  of  slow-learning 
pupils  in  junior  and  senior  high  school,  it  can  also  be  adapted  to 
the  need  of  good  readers  of  the  fifth  grade.

The 
original  list  was  issued  in  1930 , and  a second  edition  in  1942.  The 
lists  are  classified  in  sections  as  to  subject,  snd  are  followed  by  an 
author  index  and  a title  index.  Suggestions  are  made  as  to  the  type  of 
child  for  whom  they  would  have  the  greatest  apneal.  The  two  volumes 
comprise  some  1400  titles.

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CHAPTER  IV 


ANALYSIS  OF  DATA 

This  chapter  presents  the  data  gathered  in  analyzing  the  reference 
material  found  listed  in  seven  fifth  grade  history  textbooks. 

Complete  analysis  gives  798  different  references  in  the  seven 
textbooks.  Only  139  of  these  were  found  in  two  or  more  texts.  A total  of 
659  were  mentioned  by  only  one  author. 

A series  of  tables  is  used  to  enable  the  reader  to  interpret  the 
results  of  the  study. 

Tables  I-IV  show  agreement  of  authors  in  the  choice  of  reference 
material. 

Table  I shows  references  on  which  five  of  the  seven  authors  agreed. 

Table  II  shows  references  on  which  four  of  the  seven  authors  agreed 

Table  III  shows  references  on  which  three  of  the  seven  euthors 

agreed. 

Table  IV  shows  references  on  which  two  of  the  seven  authors  agreed. 

Of  the  139  references  included  in  the  preceding  tables,  fifty  7/ere 
found  to  be  out  of  print  in  1948. 

The  following  tables  V-VIII  deal  with  recommendations  by  authori- 
tative sources.  The  fifty  books  which  were  found  to  be  out  of  print  in 
1948,  have  been  omitted,  and  only  the  eighty-nine  remaining  references 
appear. 

Table  V lists  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors  (Tables  I-IV) , 
but  are  recommended  by  four  authoritative  sources. 
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Table  VI  lists  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors,  and  are 
listed  by  three  authoritative  sources. 

Table  VII  lists  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors,  and  are 
recommended  by  two  authoritative  sources. 

Table  VIII  lists  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more  euthors,  snd  are 
recommended  by  one  authoritative  source. 

Table  IX  lists  references  mentioned  by  only  one  author,  but 
recommended  by  all  four  authoritative  sources. 

Table  X lists  references  that  were  found  to  be  out  of  print  in  1948, 
with  the  text  in  which  they  were  mentioned. 

Table  XI  lists  references  mentioned  by  only  one  author,  but 
recommended  by  two  or  three  authoritative  sources. 

Table  XII  shows  total  number  of  references  found  in  each  of  the 
seven  textbooks,  the  number  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors,  and  the 
number  out  of  print  in  1948.

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FINDINGS  FROM  TABLES  I-IV 


Agreement  of  Authors 

1.  Tables  I-IV  show  that  no  reference  was  cited  by  all  seven  or 
even  six  of  the  seven  authors. 

2.  Five  of  the  seven  authors  agreed  on  only  five  books. 

3.  The  same  twelve  references  were  mentioned  by  four  authors. 

4.  Three  authors  agreed  on  twenty- two  references. 

5.  The  same  one  hundred  references  were  mentioned  by  two  authors. 

6.  Of  the  total  798  references  mentioned  by  seven  authors,  there 
wras  agreement  on  139  books,  or  about  17%  of  the  total  number  of  books. 

7.  Date  of  publication  of  139  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more 
authors  ranged  from  1891-1944*  The  median  date  of  publication  was  1935* 

A total  of  659  references  were  mentioned  by  only  one  of  the  authors 
of  the  seven  fifth  grade  history  textbooks.

By  checking  in  Books  in  Print  in  1948,  it  was  found  that  fifty  of 
the  139  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors  were  out  of  print  in  1948. 
This  left  a total  of  eighty-nine  books. 

In  Tables  V-VTII  which  follow,  only  the  eighty-nine  books  appear.

Agreement  of  Authoritative  Sources 

1.  Analysis  shows  that  of  eighty-nine  books  in  print  in  1948 
mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors,  ten  books  were  recommended  by  all  four 
authoritative  sources.  Four  references  were  starred,  and  five  were  double 
starred  in  Children*  s Catalogue  for  first  purchase. 

2.  Twenty-five  books  -were  recommended  by  three  of  the  four 
authoritative  sources.  Four  references  were  starred  and  nine  were  double 
starred  for  first  purchase. 

3.  Twenty-six  books  were  recommended  by  only  one  authoritative 
source.  Five  were  starred  and  two  were  double  starred  for  first  purchase. 

4.  Twenty-three  books  we re  recommended  by  only  one  authoritative 
source.  Three  references  were  starred,  but  none  were  double  starred  for 
first  purchase. 

5.  A total  of  eighty-three  references,  or  about  93  per  cent  of  the 
eighty-nine  books  in  print  in  1948,  and  mentioned  by  twro  or  more  authors, 
were  recommended  by  one  or  more  authoritative  source.  (Tables  V-VIII)

FINDINGS  FROM  TABLES  IX-XII 

Table  IX  lists  seven  books  that  were  mentioned  by  only  one  author, 
but  were  recommended  by  all  four  authoritative  sources.  This  would  indicate 
that  textbook  authors  and  publishing  companies  do  not  consult  standard  book 
lists  for  children  sufficiently,  and  well-recommended  materiel  is  being 
overlooked. 

Table  X lists  books  that  were  found  to  be  out  of  print  in  1948,  as 
listed  in  Books  in  Print  in  1948,  an  Index  to  Publishers*  Trade  List  Annual. 
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These  books  had  been  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors.  As  some  of  the 
texts  were  published  in  1946,  end  1947  > it  is  possible  that  some  of  these 
listed  were  in  print,  when  the  text  was  published. 

Table  XI  lists  books  mentioned  by  only  one  author,  but  recommended 
by  two  or  three  authoritative  sources.  The  181  titles  appearing  in  this 
list  show  that  authors  of  history  textbooks  have  not  fully  used  the  sup- 
plementary reading  material  in  the  field,  on  fifth  grade  level. 

Table  XII  shows  the  total  number  of  references  found  in  each  text, 
listed  in  numerical  order.  It  also  shows  the  number  in  each  total  which 
were  listed  by  two  or  more  authors.  It  also  shows  the  number  of  books  out 
of  print  in  1948,  which  had  been  mentioned  by  two  or  more  authors. 
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CHAPTER  V 


CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 


Conclusions 

Many  authorities  agree  that  the  textbook  is  an  essential  tool  in  the 
study  and  teaching  of  history,  but  that  much  supplementary  material  is 
needed  to  provide  clarity,  reality,  and  enjoyment.  Individual  differences 
in  the  ability  to  read  and  comprehend  must  be  considered,  and  subject  matter 
written  on  different  grade  levels  must  be  provided  to  meet  this  need. 

Reading  has  various  objectives.  It  may  be  to  gain  information,  to 
enrich  the  framework  of  fact,  or  for  pure  enjoyment.  Consequently,  differ- 
ent types  of  reading  are  necessary.  The  selection  of  supplementary  reading 
material  for  history  is  all  important. 

A list  of  books  most  frequently  used  in  authors*  bibliographies  as 
supplementary  reading  for  the  social  studies  would  be  of  great  assistance  to 
committees  who  are  purchasing  books  for  libraries.  The  library  fund  is 
generally  limited,  and  greater  economy  could  be  practised,  if  books  fewer  in 
number,  but  better  in  quality  could  be  selected.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this 
study  to  furnish  such  a list. 

An  analysis  of  the  findings  of  this  study  disclosed  evidence  that 
there  was  little  uniformity  among  textbook  authors  and  publishers,  as  to 
choice  of  suitable  supplementary  reading  material. 

It  was  found  by  checking  the  list  of  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more 
authors,  with  Books  in  Print  in  1948,  an  Index  to  the  Publishers*  Trade  List 
Annual,  that  36  per  cent  of  the  books  agreed  upon  by  two  or  more  authors 
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were  found  to  be  out  of  print  in  1948.  As  several  leading  textbook  pub- 
lishers were  not  listed  in  the  Index,  their  books  were  assumed  to  be  in 
print. 

Difficulty  was  found  in  getting  a correct  recommendation  of  books 
by  the  four  authoritative  sources,  as  only  The  Children* s Catalogue  was 
brought  up  to  date.  The  other  publications  were  in  1942  and  1943.  Recently 
published  books  may  appear  in  their  later  publications. 

Findings  show  evidence  that  authors  select  material  for  supplement- 
ary history  reading  with  insufficient  attention  to  recommendations  of 
standard  compilations.  Nearly  6 per  cent  of  books  mentioned  by  two  or  more 
authors  were  not  recommended  even  as  good  literature  by  any  of  the  authori- 
tative sources.  Some  of  the  best  recommended  books  failed  to  appear  in 
supplementary  reading  lists  of  most  textbooks. 

It  would  also  seem  appropriate  for  compilers  of  standard  book  lists 
to  be  aware  of  selections  most  frequently  made  by  textbook  authors,  and 
consider  them  of  sufficient  value  to  include  them  in  their  lists. 

Facts  also  show  that  authors  and  publishers  have  failed  to  determine 
whether  books  they  are  listing  are  still  in  print. 


Recommendations 

In  analyzing  the  reference  material  listed  by  the  authors  of  seven 
recent  fifth  grade  history  textbooks,  it  is  evident  that  there  is  little 
uniformity  in  their  selections. 

School  libraries  for  the  social  studies  could  be  made  more  practical 
and  economical,  if  textbook  authors  would  show  greater  consistency  in  the 
supplementary  material  they  list.  Library  funds  could  be  better  expended, 
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if  the  buyer  could  predict  the  books  which  will  be  in  greatest  demand. 

To  improve  the  value  of  the  supplementary  reading  lists,  this  writer 
recommends: 

1.  That  textbook  authors  and  publishing  companies  should  consult 
standard  compilations  of  children’s  books  for  historical  subject  matter. 

2.  That  textbook  authors  and  publishers  shohld  select  from  these 
books  of  historical  subject  matter  those  starred  and  double  starred  for 
first  purchase. 

3.  That  textbook  authors  should  select  material  suitable  for  slow 
learners,  as  well  as  superior  readers,  and  average  readers. 

4.  That  textbook  authors  and  publishers  should  consult  The  Pub- 
lishers’ Trade  List  Annual,  or  other  lists  to  know  if  books  are  in  print 

5.  That  textbook  authors  and  publishing  companies  should  include  in 
their  lists  various  types  of  reading,  factual,  non-fiction,  fiction,  and 
reference  books, adapted  to  the  understanding  of  the  fifth  grade  child. 

6.  That  textbook  authors  should  confine  their  supplementary  lists 
to  subjects  based  definitely  on  history.  Many  of  the  books  in  the 
longer  lists  had  little  bearing  on  the  subject. 

7*  That  teachers  should  become  better  acquainted  with  the  material 
they  give  children  to  read,  and  take  greater  care  in  its  choice. 

8.  That  teachers  should  motivate  children  to  use  the  reading  lists 
found  in  their  textbooks,  and  by  doing  so  encourage  and  guide  a wide 
reading  program. 

Suggestions  for  Further  Study 

1.  Social  studies  on  the  fourth  grade  level  often  emphasize 
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geography  rather  than  history.  The  author  would  recommend  a similar 
study  done  on  fourth  grade  level,  with  people  of  many  lands  as  its 
basis. 

2.  A survey  of  the  social  studies  material,  on  a single  grade 
level,  to  be  found  in  public  libraries  of  the  neighboring  townSof  a 
locality,  would  show  the  extent  to  which  local  libraries  agree  as  to 
their  choice  of  material,  and  how  well  they  are  able  to  co-operate  with 
the  social  studies  program  as  outlined  by  current  social  studies  texts. 
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
